PROPER DRAI NAGE FOR ROADS 


Tile Drams Are Much Superior to 
Open D itches or Those Filled 
With Stone or Gravel. 


(P rep ared by the United Sta tes Depa rt­ 
ment o f Ag riculture.) 
OjM'n d itches have been used fre­ 
quently in some of the southern states 
for 
suIhIraining road s through low, 
flat 
sections. 
Ord inarily 
only 
one 
d itch is hsed , and it is located a few 
feet outsid e of and parallel to the 
road . 
This d itch usually is mad e 
about two feet wid e and th ree to four 
feet d eep, with vertical banks. 
The 
m aterial excavated from thé d itch is 
used to build up the road bed /and the 
surplus w ater from th e sid e d itches Is 
turned into the d eep d itch at conven­ 
ient intervals.

be excessive. In certain localities the 
open d itch soon will become obstruct­ 
ed by the banks breaking a wiry and 
by the growth of vegetation, and is 
very seld om economical in the long 
run. 
Ditches filled with broken stone or 
gravel sometimes are used as a sub­ 
stitute for flie tile d rains. These have 
been used in all sections of the coun­ 
try , and when properly constructed 
usually have proved satisfactory for 
a consid erable period of time. 
When 
such d itches are used it is common 
practice to place one on each sid e of 
th e road immed iately und er the open 
d itches. 
They are excavated to a 
d epth of two to th ree feet ujth ver­ 
tical sid es and usually are mad e about 
eighteen inches at the top j>r just 
wid e enough for a man to work in 
them conveniently . 
To be effective 
they must have a uniform grad e and 
be carried to r. suitable outlet. 


Tile d rains in general are much su­ 
perior 
to 
eith er 
open 
d itches 
or 
d itches filled with stone for subd raln- 
Ing rpnd s, and though generally more 
expensive than eith er open or stone 
d rains, tli^y usually can he construct­ 
ed at comparatively small cost.

Tile Drains Are Much Superior to 
'.. 
Open Ditches-or. Those Filled- 


With Stone or Gravel. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


•_jOye.a ditches have been used fre- 
quently in some of the southern states 
for subdruining roads through low, 
flat sections. 
Ordinarily only "'one 


ditch is bsed, and tt Is- located a few 
feet outside of arid parallel to the 
road. 
This ditch usually is made 


nboiit two feet wide and three to -four 
feet deep, with vertical banks. The 
material excavated from tH: .ditch is 
u-'-'ed to build up the roadbed^arid the 
surplus water from tbe side ditches is1 
turned into the deep ditch at conven- 
ient intervals.

-They haverjieen 
cleaned repeatedly,-nnd no doubt j^aye 
become somewhat enlarged, hut^cdn- 
siderinff the cost of maintenance, and 
the service given, they have been, en- 
tirely^satisfaclory. In other soils of 
a gravely nature, however, the giiles 
of such ditches wguld, not stand,,' and 
the cost of keeping them cleim would 
be excessive. In certain localities the 
open ditch soon will become obstruct- 
ed by the banks breaking a way. and 
by the growth of vegetation, anjcl is 
very seldom economical in the ',Iong 
run. 


Ditches filled with broken stone or 


gravel sometimes are used as a sub- 
stitute for the tile drains. These have 
been us'ed in all sections of the coun- 
try, and wlien properly constructed 
usually have proved satisfactory for 
a considerable period of time. When 
such ditches are used It is common 
practice to place one on each side of 
the road Immediately under the open 
ditches. 
They are excavated to a 


depth of two to .three feet wjth ver- 
tical sides and. usually are made about 
eighteen inches at the top or just 
wide enough for a man to work in 
them conveniently. To be effective 
they must have a uniform grade and 
be carried to .". suitable outlet 


Tile drains in general are much su- 


perior to either open ditches- or 
ditches filled wTth stone for subdrain- 
Ing rpnds, and though generally more 
expensive than either open or stone 
drains, they usually can be construct- 
ed at comparatively small cost As a 
rule the tile need never be over,: six 
Inches in diameter, while for ordinary 
conditions a diameter ot four inches 
is sufficient
